man,and aboue the retrh of naturall knowledge) then was 
in Alexander the greate, Don Manuel now come to the 
crowne,and earneſtly minded # bent to p2oſecute that which 
his pꝛedeceſſour Don Ioan had begun, foꝛ diſtouering of the 
Indias, and being therein greatly furthered by ſuch matter, 
oꝛder, and intelligence, as he found, and were left by the late 
king foꝛ Nauigation to thoſe farre countries: he then com⸗ 
maunded that Fernan Lorenſo, Erealurer of the houſe of 
the Myna,fhould cauſe to be made and pꝛepared of the tim⸗ 
ber which was bought in king Johns time, two ſhippes, 
where vnto after they were finiſhed, he gaue the names, ta 
the one, the Angel Gabriel being of an bundꝛed and twen⸗ 
tie tunne: and to the other Saint Raphael, a ſhippe of one 
hundꝛed tunne. And to goe in the companie of theſe ſhips, 
Ge ping then bought of a Pilot that was bozne in Lagus, 
Bet rio, a Caruell of fiftie tunne, which had and bare 
the feife name of the Pilot: Moꝛeouer he bought a ſhip of 
two hundꝛed tunne,of one Ayres Correa.

people of the. Fleet,the Captaine Generall commanded the 
lame, and alſo that there ſhuld be giuen vnto them certeine 
little Beis & other things, he talked with them by ſignes, 
fo2 they did not vnderſtand any of Martin Alonſo his lan- 
guages, noꝛ any other interpꝛetour Pour men thẽ had: Akter 
this their god interteinment they departed, and as it ſcemed 
well liking of the ſame, they and many others with them 
alter ward returned in their boates to our ſhips ; bꝛinging 
vnto them ſuch victnals as their countrie yeldeth : They 
'finappearance ſhewed themſelues verie well contented with 
dur men, x as they came by water, ſo alſo did many others

infection ⁊ ſicknes our men were greatly diſcomfited,+ mas 
ny of them dyed thereof, which alſo put the reſt of the com- 
pane in greate feare and perpleritie of minde : Pea. and 
further would haue increaſed and aggrauated their griefes 
of bodye and ſozrowes of minde , were it not that one De 
Gama a man of god nature and condition had taken ſpe⸗ 
ciall care and vſed greate dilligence , fo2 the recouerye of 
theic healths, and putting them in comfozt: who continu⸗ 
ally viſited the ſicke, and liberally departed vnto them ſuch 
wholeſome and medicinable things,as foz his owne bovye 
her had pꝛauided, and carried with him,thzough whoſe god 
counſell giuen,great pains taken, and franke diſtribution.of 
that he had, many of our men were recouerd, which would

nell, and ranne on ground, which daunger when our other 
Chips ſawe comming after, they did cat then-about, went 
backe, and as they were returned, they perceined comming 
out of that Jland,ſeauen 02 eight little boates vn er ſaile, 
being diſtant from Nicholas Coello a god league: At ſight 


of thoſe boates comming towards them, e Cocllo

Where vnto our Generall aun wered , that hee and his 


Companye were nof of the Turkes Countrey » but that 


they were of a great Kingdome, which confined vppon the 
ſame, and as touching they? bowes and weaponnes, hee 
ſhoulde with verye god will ſe them: But as fo2 the 
Bates of thepꝛ Lawes , they had none there with them, 
foz to carrye the ſame, were to no purpoſe , fince vp- 
pon the Sea, they needed not the vſe thereof . Then 
were b2ought befoze him certaine Croſſebowes, which al⸗ 
fo in his pꝛeſence were bent and ſhot off , whereat her 
greatly mernayled, They alſo p2oduced to ſight and viewe 
of him certaine harnefles oz armours, whereat he allo mer⸗ 
uailed much. 
By occaſton of this meting and feaſting, the Captaine 
Generall had notice and intellygence , that from thence

ner all, not to trouble himſelfe with the want of the other 
Pilot, ſoz that he would carrie him to a great Jland, which 
was from thence one hundꝛeth leagues , and inhabited as 
it were the one halte by the Pwzes,and the other by Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, which alwaies were at wars the one with the other, 
from whence allo he might furniſh himſelfe with Pilots to 
carry him to Calycut : But as the Captaine generall had 
god liking of thoſc ſpeaches, ſo pet gaue he no great credite 
to the man, nauertheleſſe he did pꝛomiſe him great giftes,if- 
he did carrie him to that Countrey: and ſo went fozward 
on his voyage with a ſmall winde. The Tueldape after, 
being within ſight of lande from whence he deparinn > he 
was incalmed, which did indure Tueſdaye and Wenſdaye, 
the next night after with an Eaſterly wind being but mal, 
he made way,and went into the Dea, and vpon Thurſday 
in the moꝛning, founde himſelfe and all the Fleete, foure - 
leagues backe behinde Monſambicke, ꝝ ſo going vntill the 
Euening the fame dap, came then to an Anker hard to that 
land, where the Sunday next following he heard Maſſe. 
The winde thus being contrary to his purpoſe of Hauiga⸗ 
tion;he therefoze remained in that place eight daies to 15 
| __ 
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fo ſach gale thereof as would ſerue to put him foꝛward on 
his tourney : In which time repaired to our ſhips a white 
Moe which was a Miniſter of the Pwꝛes of Monſom- 
bicke, who comming on bond the ſhip of the Generall, de- 4 eehite 
claredthat the Goiiernour of the ſame Towne greatlys vid 4 be 


paire th to 


repent him of the bzeachof peace & friendſhip he had made D ©. pk 
with him, x that he would gladly renew the ſame againe & 
confirme it, x fo remaine a friend. To whom the Generall 
returned aunlwere by that meſſenger to this effect,that be 
would make no peace with the Gouernour, neither would 
he be his friend, vntill ſach time as he did ſend to him his 
Pilot whom he had hired and payed, with this aunſwere , 
the Piniſter departed, and neuer came againe. The Cap- 
taine generall thus ſtaieng fill there, and expecting the 
winde, there came to him after the Piniſter was gone, 
Aa certaine Mo2e,who bꝛought his Sonne with him being 
a bope, and aſked the Generall whether he woulde carrye 
them in his ſhips with him to the Citie of Mylynde, which 
he ſhould finde in the eourſe he ſhoulde kepe towards Ca- 
lvycut: Declaring that ho would gladly goe with him, and 
returne to his Countrep which was neere to Meca , from 
-whence he came as a Pilot, in a ſhip to Monſambick; e, and 
therewith aduertiſed the Generall, not to farry bppon any 
aunſ were, from the Gouernour, who he was aſſured would 
make no peace with him, fo2 that he was a Chꝛiſtian. 
The Captaine was verye gladde of the comming of this 
MPo2e , fo? by him he deemed, fo gather ſufficient mat⸗ 
ter of infozmation and intellygence of the Strapghtes 
of the Redde Sea, and alſo of the Tawnes that lyc 
and be ſcitnated along the Toaff , by the which he muſt 
ſaple to Mylynde, and therefo2e he commaunded fo re- 
tepue the fame Poze and his Donne into his Shippe , 
-and by reaſon it was then ſomewhat late , and that 
they had no flo2e of water, the Generall with the 
_ other '. Captaiues determined fo enter into the Har⸗ 
bour of Monſambicke , to take in there lo much as they

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| pꝛeuention of the-Payzes,lealf that they ſhould by anye des 
uice ſet on fire the ſhips, Upon this determination and be- 
ing p2epared acco2dingly,they pzoccededandentered the har- 
bour on thurſday,and when the night was come, they laun⸗ 
ched out their boates to go with them foz water, foz the Pi⸗ 
lot of Monſawbicke inſozmed the Cenerall , that it was 
within the firme lande, offering to bꝛing him to the ſane, 
Utherevpon taking the Pilot with him, he departed about 
midnight to goe thether, hauing Nicholas Coello in his c6-. 
panp, and leauing Paulo de la gama in charge of the ſhips , 
Being tome to the place where the Pilot infozmed the wa⸗ 
ter to be, it could not fo be found , fo2 he no doubt, went 
moꝛe to make eſcape and runne awaye „then to perfourme 
what befoze he pꝛomiſed, but whether that he was amazed 
with imagination of eſcape, and ſo could not finde it, oꝛ that 
of mallice(ſince he could not run away) he would not finde 
it, he cauſed them to ſpend that night without attaining the 
| purpoſe ok their repaire thether, whereſoze the day light ap⸗ 
pearing, and ſering they could not finde the water, the Ge⸗ 
nerall would remaine no longer, hauing but a mall compa⸗ 


ny of men with him ther, and fearing leaſt the Mw2es — 


ſet vpon him, did therefoꝛe determine to goe to his ſhips, of 
purpoſe to fetch moꝛe men, and ſo if need were lo fight with 
his enimies, knowing alſo he ſhould fare better finde the 
water by day then by night. Do hauing bene at his ſhips, 
and there furniſhed his boates with moꝛe fozce of men and 
armour,he retourned to ſhoze ward againe, carrieng with 
him the Pilot of Monſambicke, and hauing alſo Nicholas 
Coello in his companye as befoꝛe to take in water. And 
when they dꝛew nere to the ſame, the Pilot ſeing that hee 
by no meane 02 device coulde runne awape, did then fozth⸗ 
with ſhew them the water, which was harde by the ſhoꝛze 
ſide, where alſo then were in ſight the number of twentie 
Noazes ſkirmiſhing with their dartes, and ſhowing as 
though they were appointed there foꝛ the purpoſe and wold

Mooze toide the General were captines in Monſambickę. In this 
tſournep oneip Paulo de la Gama did take foure Mooꝛes in a boate, 

And although ther were other boats wherin many Moozes were, 

vet could not they be taken, fox making haſt to the ſhoze,F atteining 

the ſame, they ran away, leauing their boats as a pꝛay to our men, 

who found in p ſame much linnen cloth made of cotten. æ alſo books 

of their lawes of vi ahoma, which the Generall commanded to bes 

ſafely kept: Ind albeit he went that day along and befoze the town 

in his boate, as other hig Captaines did in like manner in theirs, 

pet could not they pꝛocure anie talke oz ſpeach with anye of the 
Moores of the towne, and to goe on ſhoare he durlt not foʒ that he 

had but few men in number with him , whercfoze foz that time het 
departed thence: and the next day retourned to ſhoare to take in 
water, which without anye refiſtaunce was done. Nowe beeing 
without all hope to reconer the Nigro and the two Indians, the ge⸗ 

nerall then determined to depart without them. howbeit befozc his 
departure, he ment to viſit the town of Montambick,# the dwellers 

therein, with ſome ſufficient reuenge , by ſending to the ſame ſuch 
meſſengers, as thereby they might deeme him their moꝛtall enimy,

Thus they ſapd and inuented to the 
intent to bꝛing our men in opinion, and male them belerue 
that there were in that Land, and thoſe Coaſts many Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians . In this ſoꝛt our ſhips going vnder latle, certapne 
dapes, the ſhip called Saint Raphael by foztune ane moꝛ⸗ 
ning two houres befoꝛe daye light, came on ground vppon 
certaine ſhoells, two leagues from the firme lande, and as 
the ſtrake on ground, they within made ſignes fo the ether 
ſhips to take heede and beware, where bpon they ſhot by the 
ſhoclls and came to an Ankoz,launching out their boats to 
giue ſuccour to Paulo de la Gama Captaine iu the Rapha- 
el and perteiuing when they came ta che ſame, that the wa⸗ 
ter did ebbe, the Generall was me. uailous glad thereof, ſoꝛ 
then he well knew, that at the nert fioud the ſhip would be 
afloate againe, ſo that now he loft the feare and icalouſie he 
had conteiued, vpon the doubt he had that ſhe was left, 
Thus recomſozted with the certaintie they ſaw of p ſafetie 
of the hip, they fwꝛthwith layed into the lea manp ankers.

The ſhippe thus being dꝛpe, our men ſawe two boates, 
and Maꝛes of that Country i in the ſame comming towards 
them, to ſe our ſhippes, bꝛinging manie werte Oꝛenges, 
karre better then thoſe of Portingale, and gaue the ſame fo 
our men, ſaieng alſo to the Generall, that in no wiſe her 
ſhould feare anye damage that coulde enſue to the ſhippe 
on grounde , foz that when it were full Sea, ſhe woulde 

then bo on floate agayne , ſo as at will and pleaſure the 
fame might paſſe on the intended voyage thereof , with 
which ſpeaches the Generall was very glad not onelye foz 
the god comfozt they gaue him, but allo in that they came 
in ſo god ſeaſon and time oppoztune, and therefo2e he gaue 
them certayne giftes , which they accepted with manye 
thankes , and certayne of them vnderſtanding that our 
Fleete intended their Courſe to Mombaſla , they deſired 
the Generall to carry them with him thether, who graun⸗ 
ted their requeſts, permitted them to abide and remayne 
with him, the others retourning from our Flete to 
their Countrep. And when it was a full Sea,

| nk Be Generall following this voyage, did 
E vpon the Sat erdap beeing the ſeauenth day 
ok Apzill , about the going downe of the 
, Dunne the ſame dare come to an Ankoz 
- A Vs without the Barre of the Jland of Mom- 
SE bafla, which is har de by the firme lande, 
and is verye plentie of vicualls , that is to ſaye , Millyo , 
Rice, and Cattell, as well great as lyttle, but all well 
. arowen and fat, chiefly their ſheepe , which be all without 
fayles , Alſo they haue manye Hennes: Mozeouer, the J- 
lande is veryepleaſaunt,haning many Oꝛchards, wherein 
are planted and are growing, great ſtoꝛe of hearbes, ma⸗ 
ny ſoꝛts of fruites: that is to ſape, Domegranets, Figges 
. of the Indias, Oꝛeuges both ſwerte and ſower, Lymons, 
and Cidzons , and in the ſame are manpe extellent god 
waters. Jn this Jlande there is a Citie, bearing the ſelfe 
ſame name of the Jlande, being in foure degrees on the 
South ſide, it is a verye great Citie, placed and ſcituated 
vppon an Bill, which allo is a Rocke, where vpon the Sea 
doth beate, ſo that it cannot bee vndermined. 

At the entering into the Poztes oꝛ Bauen there is a 
Parke: and at the enterannce bppon the Barre, there is 
planted o2 buildeda lyttle Fozt, lowe and ntere to the wa- 
ter. The moſt parte of the honſes in this Citte , are biul⸗ 
ded with lyme and ffone, with the loftcs thercof wꝛought 
with fine knottes of Plaiſter of Paris, the fir etcs therein 

are verve fapꝛe. They haue a King of themlelues, and the 

dwellers 02 inhabitaunts of the ſame are Pozes , where⸗ 
ol ſome ber white, and ſome b2owne of contour , both 
men and women: it appeareth they are god men on hozle- |

| Eber goe qallanfly araped, eſperially the women, which go 


apparellod in gownes of ſilke, and be decked and garniſhed 
with Jewells of golde and pꝛetious ſtones. In this Citie is 
great trade ot all kindes of Parchandize. There is alſo a 
god Harbour, where alwayes are manpe ſhippes lieng at 
Road and from the firme land tommeth thether great plen⸗ 
tie of Bonnie, Ware and Juozie , the Captaine Generall 
thus come to the Barre of this Citie, did not then enter 
fo:thwith,fo; that it was almoſt night when he came to 
an Ankoꝛ. But he commaunded to put fo2th the flagges, 
and to toll their ſhippes, reiopting and making great nurth, 
fo2 that their god foztune, and hope they tonteyued, that 
in that Jlande there dwelled manye Chꝛiſtians, and that 
the next daye they ſhould heare Malle on the ſhoze. Poꝛeo⸗ 
uer they were greatly comfozted , as hauing ſuch ' conft- 


-dence, that in this place they might and woulde cure and 


heale all ſuch as were then ſicke amongeſt them, as in 
truth were, almoſt all that were there pꝛelent + albeit in 
number but kewe, foꝛ all the others were dead. Pet ſuch as 
remapned and had eſcaped the ſicknefſe and diſeaſes pat, 

and were not dead of the great infirnnties and troubles 


befoze in this voyage chaunced vnto them. Being tzus at 


an Ankoz,and the night almoſt appꝛoched, our men ſaw a⸗ 


bout an hundꝛed men in a great Barcke, euerp one of them 


hauing a Swoꝛde and a Target, who at their comming to 


our ſhippes, woulde haue entered therein with all they? 


weapons: howbcit the Generall would not conſent there- 


to, neither permitted he anye moze to enter then foure ot

them and thoſe alſo without weapon, declaring to them in 
their language that they ſhoulde pardon him fince he was 
a ſtraunger, and therefoze coulde not tell whom he might 
truſt, and vnto thoſe whom he gane licenſe to enter abwzde 
his ſhip, he gaue god and gentle entertainment, banketting 
the ſame with ſuch Conlernes as they had, (whercof thoſe

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tomming then was to ler him as a rare and new thing in

king of Mombatla did vnderſtand of his comming, and fo;

- howbeit the nert day he would, and that as he was glad of 
his arriuall there, ſo alſo would he be moꝛe glad to ſee him, 
pea, and to giue him ſpices to load his ſhips, furthermoꝛe, 

they inloꝛmed him that there were many Chꝛiſtians, which 

liued by themſelues in that Jland:wherevpon the General 

was not onely iopfull, but alſo fullye pei lwaded that their 
repoꝛt thereof was true and vnfeined, ſince the ſame was 
agreeable, and accoꝛded with the infozmation and talke of 
the two Pilottes , neuerthelefſe he carried ſome ſparke of 
iealouſie in his head, and fo2 all their faire ſpeaches and ſit-

Pw2es, which declared to him p their king was very glad 
- of his comming thether, and that if he wold come into his 
harbour, he would liberallp giue him all things he ſtode in 

neede off, and fo2 allurante of the ſame he ſent him a ring, 
a ſherpe, and many werte D2cnges,Cidzons , and Sugar 

tanes, giuing alſo the ſe oꝛes inſtructions to tell him fur⸗ 

ther, that they were Chꝛiſtians, and that in the Jlend were 
many ch2illened people: All which they did in luch ſozte 
*counterfaite,and with ſo great and * diſſimulation, that

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- onr men thought verely they were Chailtians : wherefoze 
the Generall receined them very well, and gaue them cer- 
teine giftes , ſending to the Bing greate thankes fo2 his 
gentle. and liberall oſter, ſateng further, that the next day 
he woulde- come nerer in: Pee ſent- alſo. fo the Ring a 
bꝛaunch of. Co2all verye fine, and fo2 moze aſſuraunce 
to.confirme the lame, he ſent with thole Pwꝛes two ol 
dur men, which were baniſhed perſons and were car⸗ 
ricd of purpoſe to bes aduenlured in ſuch like reſpec of 
daunger ,. 02 to be lefte and putte on thoze in ſach places, 
where it houtde be thought god to vnderſtande ſome⸗ 
What, and they to returne and be taken in againe , when 
dur men and the two Pazes were gone: and come to the 
ſhoꝛe, there met then a multitude of people to ſee them, all 
which went with them and vie wed them, euen to the kings 
Pallace, where. our men being entered, they paſſed thzough 
ther dwzes befoze they came where the king was, at each 
olf h there was a Pozfer attending, hauing euer pe 
one at them a ſwe2de in his hand. T v found the King 
but in (mall cſtafe , neuertheleſſe hee receiued them verye 
well, and commaunded that in the ſelfe ſame companie of 
_the Pa2es with whome they tame, they ſhould be ſhew⸗ 
. ed the Citie / and carried about the ſame in going and vie w⸗ 

ing wherrol, they lawe in the ſerietes many menppꝛilo⸗ 

ners t in pꝛons, but becauſe our vnderſtode not their 

language, noꝛ they had any vnderſtanding of ours , there 

was no queſtion demaunded by our two meſſengers, what 

Pꝛiſoners thoſe were, howbeit they beleened the ſame to 

ber Chꝛiſtians, fo2 that our Generall was inſoꝛmed by the 

two Pilottes, and the Kinges meſſengers „(as vou haue 

befoze hearde) that there were in that lande ſuch Chzi- 

ſtiang, which alſo had warres with the Moꝛes. 
Moꝛeouer they carrped our men ta the e 

. houſe of the Indias, which were Chailtians, who haning 

dada. infozmation that ours alſo were people Chailtened,ſhows 

vrhich ed themſelues to be iopfull thereof , both imbꝛating and 

are Chri- banketting tyem,ſhewing them . in a Paper, the fi⸗ 
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ture of the holy Ghoſt, the which they did/w62thippe,ard 
befo2e them made their Pꝛapers vppon theyꝛ knees; and 
that with ſuch a conntenaunce, and ſhew of greate deuo⸗ 
tion, as though they were ſuch men inwardlye indeede, as 
in appearaunce outwardlye they then pꝛetented, and made 
ſhewe off; Furthermoꝛe, the Moꝛes then tolde dur men 
by ſignes, that manye other Chꝛiſtians as thoſe were, did 
dwell in another place farre from thence , and therefoze | 
they would not carrie them thether : howbeit they ſayde, 
that 'after our Captaine- Generall were come into the 
Poꝛte 02 Harbour, they ſhoulde goe and ſe them | 
All theſe thinges thoſe wilie people, ſhowed and imparted 
to our men, ot purpoſe to deceive them and to allure them 
come within that Pozte, where they were determined 
oveffrop and kill them all. a 
-" After they had ſeene the Citie, they were then bzought 
to the pꝛeſente of the Ring, who commaunded to ſhe lu them * 
Pepper, Ginger, Cloaues, and Wheate, giuing them al W 
cuerye ſozte thereof ſome poztion to be carryed and ſhew⸗ N 
ed the Generall, and ſent him woꝛde by his pms 
that of all thoſe commodities he hadde greate ſtoꝛe, and 
woulde giue him his loading if that hee woulde . Alſo that 
he had Golde, and Siluer, Amber, Ware, Auozye , and 
other riches , in ſo greate plentie, that hee ſhoulde haue 
and — there when hee woulde foz leſſe valour and pꝛi⸗ 
les, then in anie other place. | 
This Meſſage was b2ought to our Captaine Genes 
rall vppon Pundaye, who hauing ſene the Spices , and 
hearing of the Ringes pꝛomiſe, to furniſhe him the ſame, 
nand to lade him therewith, was meruailous gladde ot 
ſtſgat otker, and ſo much the rather, was hi confirmed in 
opinion of gd lucke, foz that our twehaniſhed men, 
hadde gathered ſuch intelligence, and made him ſo full 
and god declaration of the People , Citte , and Lands 
there, and chiefelye of the two Ch:iftians „ they 
founde in _ you of the nne, bf the In- 
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ere did het een SR aduiſed them-, 
celneg ——— lo entering into counſel foz the ſame, it 
was by them thought gad, to come within the pogt, and 
accept the offer of Spices, and after warde to goe on theyz 
bDoiage to Cahcut, where if they could not haue the like, 
2 would remaine content, with that they ſhould haue in 
this place, and tyus hauing concluded dppon t thele pointes, 
they determined to enter into the harbour the next date:in. 
this meane while came certeine Pwzes to our ſhips with

bꝛing backe, and deliuer them to him againe: But when he 
ſawe they would not ſo doe, then he apparantipe perteiued 
that ther was an enill meaning in their Bing and them, to!

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fanony to giue him tauſz of ſtaye, by happening vppon that 
ſhoell, thereby to pꝛeſetue him from their treaſan unagi⸗ 
ned, and put in pꝛactiſe: Thus hauing declared to all his 
company, e opinion he concetued of that which then be⸗ 
foꝛe their eyes was done, and appeared to be deuiſed and 
wꝛought againſt them, he then com maunded the ni Abbt bits 
ing come, to giue ſome toꝛments oꝛ toꝛture, to tos of the 
Moꝛes, which he bꝛought captiucs with them from Mon- 


fambicke, thereby to ſe whether they had pzactiſed aup tre⸗ 
ſon, and to infozce them to open and diſcloſe the lame: 


which commaundement being obſerued, and put in execu⸗ 
tion, by heating and dꝛopping of bacon vppon their fleſh, 
they immediatelp confeſſed, they had conſpired treaſon, and 
that the Pilots toke the Dea, as fearing the ſame had ben 
diſcloſed ; where vpon the Oenerall, altogether altered his 
minde and purpoſe of going into that Parbour, Neuerthe- 


leſſe being vnquiet and greatly greenedat their falihod, he 


was deſirous to vſe lyke toꝛture to another Poe captiue 
alſo : fo make trpall whether he were of counſell and in 


conſoꝛt with the reit. 


But this Poꝛe percetuing pꝛeperation made bor that 


purpoſe, did caſt himſelfe his hands being bound, into the 
ſea, as in lyke manner another of then did, beloꝛe it was 
dape light. The ſecretie of the miſchicfe pꝛepared, being 
thus come to apparaunt view, and fo diſcoutred, the Gene- 
rall gaue great thankes to God; by whoſe only goz;clie, he 
and his company were delyuered from imminent death aud 
laughter amongſt thoſe Infidells, and thercfoze in contem⸗ 
plation and thankes gitingſs2 the ſame, he and his com⸗ 
| pany being abw2d the Admira!l,f, ayd the 8 Regina, 
Alter this being mindlull of their ſafetie, and fearing leaſt 
the Poꝛes would attempt ſome matter againſt them in the 
night time, they therefoze oꝛdained ſtronig and dililigent 
watch, commaunding euer pe man to watch armed: And 
heerre by the way is to be noted one thing, and that to bir 
meruapled at, which is this: That when our men came

mongftt the cheines of the tacklings of their fozmalt , who 


s Fo (a5 our men alter ward vnder ſtode) were many 
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them as then were ſicke, (which inderde were many)began 
then p2eſently to be whole: ſo that in this time of they2 
great neceſſitie,and daunger, they felt and found themſelues 
ſound and ſtrong, which as it was paſt all hope and expec⸗ 
tation of man, and farre aboue the common courſe of Pa⸗ 
ture, and operation of the ſame,ſo the moꝛe linely it appea⸗ 
red to be the mer nailous and ſupernaturall wozke of God, 
and therefoꝛe miraculouſly done at this inſtant time of ne⸗ 
cellitie, when his diuine power was to be ſeene and exten⸗ 
ded,fo2 the pꝛeſeruation of that poꝛe diſfreſcd number, 
which then had their onely affiaunce in him. The watch 
thus pꝛepared nd ſet foꝛ that night, it foztuned that thoſe 
which watched in the ſhippe Berrio, felt the gabell of the 
ſame wagging, whereat an Ankoꝛ lay into the Sea, and at 
the firſt they adiudged that the gabell had bene wagged oz 
ſhaken by a kinde of Fiſh called a Tunnie whereof ma- 
ny were there about which be very great and god meate, 
but giuing better and moꝛe attentiue eare thereto, they then 
perteiued that their enimies were at the ſame, who in truth 
did wimme about the gabell, and were cutting of it with 
their wodknines oꝛ fawchings,and hoping oꝛ rather vere⸗ 
ly knowing, that perfourming their enterpꝛiſe thereof the 
hippe would runne a ſhoꝛe, and ſo both ſhe and our men in 
the ſame be caſt away and taken: Foz by any other deuiſe 
they coulde not accompliſh their willes, and thercfoze they 
pꝛactiſed this meane , Yowbeit our men hauing diſcryed 
whereabout they were, pꝛeuented them, by crieng out and 
calling to the other ſhippes, ſhowing what was in doing, 
and willing them alſo to beware and loke to the ſame, 


Wherevpon they of the ſhippe Raphael, came pzelentlye to 


their ſuccour and reſcew, finding ſome of their enimies a⸗ 


rteiuing how they were diſcouered, ſodainly caſt them „ 
ſelues vnder water, and with the others that were cutting 
the gabell of the ſhippe Berrio, fledde away ſwung to 
tertatut᷑ boates, which they had lyeng ſomewhat farre off, 


ou 
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Spes, who faking them in, rowed faſt awaye , and ſo re- 
tourned to the Citie. The Wienſday and Thurlday follow- 
ing, our Flete ſtill remained there, about which in p night 
time came the enimies in boates, which alwayes lay harde 
by the ſhoꝛe, from which ſome of them did ſwinune of pur- 
poſe to eſpie, i by any meane they could cut a ſunder the 
gabells of the Ankozs,but our men obſcrued and kept ay 
diligent and warie watch, that they could not p2euailc,nc- 
uertheleſſe our men were groatlye troubled ,- and put in 
keare of burning their ſhippes, Foz trulp it was fo be mers 
uayled at, that the Pw2es came not about the ſame in luch 
ſhippes as they had, which if they had done, it had bene 
then lykely by all coniecture of man, that they ſhould haue 
deſtroyed and killed vs all. It was coniectured that they 
bering in feare of the Oꝛdinaunce in our ſhippes, durſt 
not giue attempt to et vppon the ſame by foꝛte, but what- 
fouer cauſe, appeared in our ſightes to bee a lette in that 
relpect to them: Jt was molt certayne in derde, that it 
was God his god will and fauour , to put their hearts 
in feare to deale with vs in anye fozceable manner, 
whereby we might be pꝛeſerued from the crueltie inten⸗ 
ded 3 vs.

But 
when he lawe he coulde not haue anye there, he departed 
thence vpon Friday in the moꝛning with a ſmall winde, 
and at the comming oner the Barre, he lefte behinde him 
one of his Ankoꝛs, foꝛ his men were ſo wearicd with bꝛin⸗ 
ging and hailing vp the reſt, that they coulde not waye vp 
the ſame, which altert ward being found ther by the Pozes, 
was carried to the Citie , and placed harde by the ings 
Pallaice, and remained there at what time Don Frauco 
de Almcyda was the firſt Loꝛd Pzeſident of the Indias:

tte rect in the Pinnace, tolde the Generall 

1 that in Mylynde were foure ſhips of the 

Chziſtian Indias, pꝛomiſing alſo that if he 

 ESEEZSZZ! would licenſe him, and the other Pwzes 
to goe to land, he would giue him fo2 his reſgat, Chailti- 
an Pilots, and moꝛeouer wold furniſh him with all things 
he had nerde off, The Generall being well pleaſed with the 
ſpeaches,and offer of this olde Poe, commaunded to wey 
theyz Ankoꝛs, and ſo remaued and came to an Ankoz with⸗ 
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in halle a league of the Citie. But from thence there came 
no bodie to our Fleete,fo2 they feared and were in doubt 
that our men would take them captiue, and beſides they 
| knew by the Pinnace which the Generall toke, that wee 
were Chꝛiſtians, beleeuing alſo that our Shippes were 
Shippes of warre: All which the Generall ſuppoſing they 
toniectured: he therefoꝛe vppon the Pundape in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning commaunded the olde wie fo a certeine ſhelfe ly- 
eng ouer againſt the Citie, and there to leane him, from 
whence he deemed they woulde fetch him, as inderde they 
did , foz when our Boate was gone from thence , there 
came from the ſhoare a boat fo2 the Poe, ſo caried him 
aware pꝛeſently to the Ring, to whome the Mwze decla⸗ 
red on the behalfe of the Generall what her requeſted to 
haue, and further that he deſired to be at peace with 
him, in reſpect of his noble perfonage, whereof he had heard 
greate god repoꝛte, hoping alſo that it was God his great 
god will + pleaſure that the 1ndias ſhould bee diſcouered, 
which the rather by his aide r furtherance might be accom- 
pliſhed.

and two bꝛaunches of Coꝛall, thꝛce baſons of Bꝛaſſe, cer⸗ 
teine little Bells, and two Dcarffes to the king. Che nert 
daie after, being the ſecond after Calfer daie, the Captaine 
Generall came nzre to the Citie, whereof the king hauing 
knowledge, did immediatly ſend to viſite him, in moze ho- 
nourable ſoꝛte:foꝛ hearing how farre of he was come, and 
what he ſought, he adiudged the king of Portingale to t;v 
a Pꝛince of a great ſtomack, and the General to be a wo2s 
thy ſubiect in obeyeng to hazard himſelfe , in ſo daunge⸗ 
rous and long a tourney Allo he conceined greate pleaſure 
in his heart that he ſhoulde ſce ſuch people, as had ſo long 
time trauailed vpon the ſca, and ſo defirous to ſ our men, 
he ſent wo2d fo the Generall, that the nert day following, 
he would in his own perſon viſite him, and that their mee- 
ting ſhould be vpon the water, and therewith ſent him ſire 
ſheepe,and ſtoꝛe of Clones, Ginger, Wepper, and Nutmens, 
This meſſage thus declared , the Captaine Generall vcel⸗ 
ded fo the kings determination, and therebpon did enter 


neerer, and came to an Ankos, harde to the foure ſhippes ot 


the Indias, (whereof the olde :e tolde him befo2e,)The 


Owners then hauing knowledge that cur ſhippes came 
from a Chꝛiſtian Cauntrie, and that we were Chꝛiſtians, 


did immediatly come fo viſito our Generall, who at that 
inſtant was in the ſhip of Paulo de la Gama: Theſe men

ſo inguired matter perticularly.of him, of his power, wher⸗ 
viito the Generall duni wered, and in euerye point (atiſfied 
his demaund, declaring alſo foꝛ what cauſe p king his mas 
fer had ſent him to diſtouer Calicut , which was to haue 
from thence ſpices, whereof in his dominion & country was 
none. And after he had thus talked with the King & info2- 
med him ſomewhat of the ſame e of the ſfraights,of Þ ted 
Sea, the Ring then pꝛomiſed to hin a Pilot fo carry him to 
Calicut, t alſo very earneſtip deſired him to goe with him 
into his Citie, there to take his pleaſure, x folace himſelf in 
his Pallaice, ſaieng it was nedfulls neceſſarp, after fo ma⸗ 
ny troubles, in fo long a voyage ſuſtained, to vſe ſome re⸗ 
treation, and take ſome reſt: further then pꝛomiſing, that if 
he would ſo do, that after ward he in like manner would go 
with him to ſe his ſhips, x make merry in the ſame, wher⸗ 
vnto the Generall aunlwered, that he had no licenſe of the

S0 
bauing thus beſtoived and giuen his lands, polſeſſions and 
dignities, as he thought god, and ſet cuery netellarp thing 
in o2der,fo2 eſtabliſhing his determinate will and pleaſure, 
he then imbarkedhiinſelfe there, wher now Calicut is buil- 
ded and ſcituated,and foꝛ that the King did there imbarke 
himſelf to go towards p houle of Nec Manꝛes then twk 
uch deuotion towards that place, that they and all their po- 
Feritie euer ſince that time hetherto would not, noꝛ pet 
will take any lading but out of that Pozt. And from that 
time after ward, they came no moꝛe to the Pozt of Coulan, 
as vſually they did befoze,by meane and occaſion whereof, 
the ſame grew to ruine,and was deſtroyed,eſpecially when 
Calicut was once builded, and that many Pwꝛes came and 
inhabited the ſame. Foꝛ as they were Perchannts of great 
dealings, ſo came they thether, and made there the arcateſt 
and richeſt Faire oꝛ Marte of all the Indias , finding there 
all the Spices, D2ugs, Nutmegs,and all other things that 
could be wiſhed, as all kindes of pzecious tones, pearles, x 
erde of pearle, Puſ ke,Saunders,. Aguils, fine Dilhes of Later is a 
earth, Uoker,gvited Coffers,and all the fine things of the kinde of 
Chyna, Gold, Amber, Ware, Juozie,fine and courſe cotten, Zum that 
as well white as dyed in colours, much rawe ſilke, + ſilke procedeth 
twilted,and all kinde of linnen cloth of filke,and golde, and Ant. 
cloth of golde, and cloth of tiſſew, chanilets, graine, ſcarlets, | 
carpets of ſilke, Copper, QAuichſiluer, Uermilion, Allome, to⸗ 
ralls, Roſe waters, and all kinde of Conſerues, ſo that ther 
is no kinde of Perchandiſe of all the wozld, which coulde 
be demaunded, but it ſhould be found there. Poꝛeouer, it 
was very. ned het it was ſcituated along the Coaſt, 
the which thalmoſt open, and very daungerous it is in⸗ 
uironed & ſet round about with many Oꝛchards, in which 
are many ſo2ts of fruits of that lande, and many hearbes, 
and excellent waters. Allo they haue many Palme trees, 
and other ſoꝛts of tres , In this lande there is but mall 
ſtoꝛe of Rice, which is ther a pꝛincipall vicuall,as amongſt 
11 our Wheate _ there commeth from other places 
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EW aboundaunce thereof, as in like marmer there ddeth or 
other victualls, The Citie is great, and all the houſes be of 
ſtraw, (onely the honſes of their Idolls, Chappels, and the 
Kings houſes except) which are of lyme and ffone, and co⸗ 
uered withtyle,foz none but they are permitted by theyz 
lawes to haue anye other manner of building then with 
ſtrawe. It was inhabited by Gentiles of lundꝛy fects , and 
by Pw2es which were great Perchaunts, and fo rich, that 
lome of them had fiftie Hips. There is no ſuch ſeaſon of 
Winter, but that there may lye in that Barboͤur fire hun⸗ 
dꝛed ſhippes. They haue there a ſhoꝛe whether they do ca- 
ry them with fmall trauaile, ſoꝛ that they be made withont

The king of Calicut. and all the other kings of Malabar, 
haue one eſpecial man that hath the charge fo2 adminiffra- | 
tion of iuſtice, and doth command x is obeyed in all other 
Naires, & Matters of gotternement as amplic as 2 king humnſelfe , 
vehat The men of warre which the king of Calicur t the other 
my kings haue, are Nayres, which be all Gentlemen, and are 
off.ce & Appointed to no other office o Try. but to fight when 
calling is. Niede requirety , They be all ntiles, and carrie their ar⸗ 
mour wicrewtth they light themſelues , which is bowes, 2 
arro\ves, ſpeares, daggers made like ahoke,and targets, 
and march with them very honourably and gallant lp, but 
they gde naked. carrieng onely certeine linnen cloth or tot ⸗ 
ten painted, with the which they couer lues from 
the girdle to the uner, they are bare fwted: and weare bppon 
their heads ccrteine to wels. They all liue by the king, and 
by the noblemen of the countrie,of whome they haue ozdi⸗ 
narie ſfipends and allowaunce fo? their maintenaunce:

Then will the king, hauing true infoꝛmation of any of theſe 
offences, giue out his warrant in waiting vnder his owne 
hand, directed to one Nay te, tommaunding him therbp, that 
he with two o2 thꝛer other, doe fozthwith kill the Nayre, 
that hath ſo offended and ſinned contrarie to the Law: By 
vertue of which warrant, they hew and cut him with their 
ſwoꝛds, whereloeuer they doe finde him, and when he is 
dead, they hang vpon him the kings wꝛiting, ko the end that 
all men map know and vnderſtand wherekoze they killed 
him; Theſe Nayres cannot take their weapons, noz enter 
info any combat, befoze they be armed knights: when they 
atteine to the age of ſeauen yeares,they bee foꝛthwith let to 
learne to play at all weapons, t to the ende they ſhould bee 
very perfect, their aiſters doe hale and wꝛeſt the ioyntes 
of their armes, and afterward they teache them their fence 
ſuch as bie apt fo2 the ſame: The weaponnes that are 
moſt vſed amongelt them be Swoꝛzds and Targets. 
The Wailters which teach them, be graduats in We 
pons which they teach, and they bee called in their - 
age Panycaes, They be reuerenced amongeſt the Wye 
euerp ſcholler of theirs whatſoeuer, although he be olde,02 
if her be a great noble man, ſhall at all times when he ſeth 
him, doe to him reuerence and wozſhip,and this by lawe is 
oꝛdeined: and further all of them are · bound to take at their 
hands a leſſon two monthes i in cuery peare, during they2 
lues: By reaſon whereof they be dery verfect and ſkilful 
in they? weapons, and fo2 that cauſe they greatly eſteeme 
of themſelues. 

When any of them will bean armed knight, hee then 
goeth well accompanied with all his kinred and friends, x 
pꝛeſenteth himlelfe befoze the king, to whome he firlk offe- 
reth thꝛeeſtoꝛe Fannons of golde, which is{a certeine kinde 
of money amounting to the value of th:& crownes.Wher- 
bpon the king doth immediatly aſke him, whether he will 
 kepeand obſerne the oꝛder and cuſtome of the Nayres ? 
- Wherevnto he aunſwereth and ſaith,yea, Then hee com- 
* to * about bim a ſwozde,and laieng bis righ 
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hand vpon his head; ſaith certaine wo2ds as though be wold 
pꝛay ouer bim, which he vttereth lo ſoftly, as none can heare 
the ſame. Alter ward he imbzaceth him, ſaieng in his lan⸗ 
guage theſe woꝛds folo wing, which in our tongue, doth ſig⸗ 
niſie 02 meane: Haue a regard to keepe theſe Bramenes 
and their Kine, This being done, the Nayre doth fall down 
and wozſhip the Ring, and from thence fozth he remaineeg 
made night. Theſe Nayres when they ye&lde themſelues 
to liue and ſerue any King oꝛ Noble man, they binde thems 
ſelues to dye with 2 fo2 him: which bond they doe 
ſo well obſerue and inuiolably kerpe, that if their Maſter in 
any warre 02 otherwiſe be —— will fight vntill they 
are killed, which hath done the ſame ace, and if at that in⸗ 
tant they cannot accompliſh their wills, foz that they wert 
not pꝛeſent at thedede doing, then will they goe afterwary 
and ſeeke them out, and neuer leaue them tell they be killed 
by ſome manner of deuiſe. They be great ſouthſapers, they 
haue god dayes and bad dayes, they woꝛſhip the Sun, the 
Mone, the ſire, and the Bine, and the fürſt that they do miert 
in going fozth of their houſe in the moꝛning: they doe ea⸗ 
ſtly beleeue whatſoeuer vanitie. The Diuell is oftentimes 
in them, but they ſay it is one of their Gods oz Pagodes,foz their god 
fa they call him:but whoſoener oꝛ whatſoeuer it be, it in⸗ 0! the di- 
fozceth them to vtter terrible woꝛds e peaches, which the uell is ma

ſirous that vnto his Citie ſhould come many Merchants, 
fo2 the pꝛoſit that doth ariſe thereby vnto him: foz the 
mo2e Merchants that do reſozt vnto it, the moze wil be his 
p2ofit. J doe not goe thether to ſtap there many daies that 
the Pwzes ſhall haue any ſuch time to vie anye treaſon as 
gainſt me. And fo2 ſo much as J doe minde to talke with 
thi king it ſhall haue an end, and that within thꝛer dayes, 

And in this time you may be in a readineſſe: And as touch⸗

Sugar, two Barrels of Dile,x two ot honnie. The Fatto 
and the Catuall hauing feene theſe partels, began to laugh 
therat, ſaieng, that y ſame was nothing to pꝛeſent the king 
withall, foꝛ that the poꝛeſt Merchant that commeth to his 
pozt doth giue him much moze then the ſame, wiſhing him 
that ſince he would needs giue him a pꝛelent, to ſende him 
ſome golde, fo: that the king woulde not accept any other 
thing. At this their anſwere the Captaine general was of- 
fended, x ſo he ſhewed himſelfe to be, ſaieng, that ik ſo be he 
were a Perchaunt o2 that his comming thether were to 
trade, he would then haue bꝛought him golde: But he was 


no Perchaunt but an Ambaſſadour, which was the cauſe 


he bꝛought none with him, e that this which he doth now 
ſend to þ king of Calicut, is his own gods, & not y king his 


Maiſters, who foꝛ that he did not certeinly know that her 


ſhould haue met with the king of Calicut, did therfoze giue 
him nothing to p2elent him withal:but at his next returne 
knowing ſoꝛ certeintie that he ſhall finde him, the king his 
Mailter will ſend him golde, ſiluer, x other rich things. To 
this they anſwered and ſayd that it might be ſo, howbeit it 


was accuſtomed in that countrie, v whatſocuer ſtranger he 


be that doth come + ſpeake with the king, he ſendeth hma 


pꝛeſent, which is acco2ding to y greatnes of his eſtate. Un- 


to which the Captaine generall did reply, ſaieng p it was 
gd þ their cuſtome ſhuld be kept, + that fo2 the pzeſeruattd 
ok the ſame,he did make him this pzeſent , which is of no 


greater value, foꝛ the cauſe aboue ſaid: And therefoꝛe he de⸗ 


fired them to ſuffer him to carric the ſame to the king, 
which if ſo be p they would not let him doe that,then bee 


would lend the lame backe to his chippes againe. |

They aunſwered him that immediately he might ſo do, as 


he laſt determined, foꝛ that they would not conſent that the 


ſame ſhould be carried to the Ring. With this aunſwere 
the Captaine generall was very angry, and ſaid vnto them, 
that ſince they would not conſent that he ſhould ſende that 
pzeſent to the Bing, he would therefoze go himlelfe + ſpeak 
with him, and would now returne to his ſhips, This was 
his meaning, to enfozme the King what had paſt about this 

2eſent; They laid p it was well done ſo to do, but foz ſo 
— as they ſhould remaine with him in the Court a god 
while, it were fo2 them very neceſſary to goe about a little 
buſineſſe in the meane ſpate, which they will go to doe, and 
immediatelp retourne to goe with him, ſince that the King 
wold not be pleaſed that he ſhuld go without them: fo2 lo 
much as he was a ſtraunger, and foz that there were ma⸗ 
ny Poꝛes in the Citie. The Captaine generall giuing tre⸗ 
dite to their woꝛds concerning their retourne, immediately 


aunſwered them that he would tarry foz their comming: Treaſon 
but they did not returne all that daye, fo: that they were ©? 
enimies to the Captaine generall,by reaſon of the Paꝛes, f 


who were his enimies alſo , and had receiued newes what 
he had done in Monſambicke, and ofthe taking of the Sam- 
buco in Mylynde, and that we were Chꝛiſtians, and that 
dur comming was to diſcouer Calicut, Bontaybo alſo told 
the Pozes, that Spices were oſtermed in Portingale very 
much, and that as he iudged they wer not come to diſcouer 
Calycut, but ta ſettle there a trade, and to tarrie Spices ins 


to their Countrer, in the which there is of all ſoꝛts of Per ⸗ 


| thaunts that come to Calycut by the way of the ſtraights, 


and creat ftoze of golde and ſiluer, and hauing the Trade 


- ſetled there, woulde redowne vnto the King great pꝛolite 
thereby. To the which woꝛds the Poꝛes gaue great rare, 


and made their reckoning vpon Bontay bos ſpeach, and al⸗ 


lowed the ſame: That we being Chꝛiſtians and once come 
to ſettle a Trade in Calycut,their commoditie then would 
fall of the pzice they were at, and ſo would abate the moſt 

oo of their gaine, About this they layed their heads on

to take the Captaine generall pꝛiſoner, and to commaunde 
his ſhips to be taken alſo, and to kill all our men, and this 
the rather, foꝛ that in no wiſe they ſhould retourne to Por- 
tingale, to carry newes of Calicut. And herrevpon they toys 
ned thoſe that were in credit with the King, and went vis 
to him, and one in the name ok them all, ſaid vnto the king: 
ED That he ſhoulde not deceine himſelfe with our men, foz - 
95ratis to that the Captaine Generall was no Embaſſadour but a 
the king fhefe,that went to rob, which they knew foz moſt cerfaine 
by their Factoꝛs, which had certified them, that aſſone as 
we were come. to Monſambicke, wher the Xeque went to 
viſite the Captaine generall aboꝛd his ſhippe, and ſent him 
pꝛeſents, and eſtabliſhed with him friendſhip, and alſo. gi⸗ 
uing him a Pilot fo carrie him to Calicut, whether he ſaid 
that he would goe. He after this ſhot his Oꝛdinaunte at the 
| towne, with the which he killed of his Subiects, and toke 
= 3 certaine Sambucos laden with Perchaunts , and handeled 
= both him and his like vato Enimies , And being departed 
3 from thence to Mombaſla, likewiſe vnder 5 oh of friend- 
ſhip, ſaieng that he was bound towarde Calicut, the King 
therevpon toke occaſion to ſend to viſite the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall abozd his ſhip,requeſting him to enter into his har⸗ 
bour, who being determined fo to doe, whether that it was 
foꝛ that he ſaw within the ſame many ſhips, oꝛ y he thought 
he could not make his partie god, did flye away ſo faſt, that 
be left one of his Ankoꝛs behinde him: and from thence al- 
ſo the Pilot ran away, which he caried from Mon 3 
foz the ill lyfe which he lead with him, with whipping of 
him, and putting of him vnto other puniſhment, And being 
departed from Mombaſſo, and come niere vnto Mylynde, 
did take perfozce a Sambuco laden with Poꝛes, of '$ which 
there were ſome that dyed in the battaile, & others that are 
vet aliue remaining captiues, And ſoꝛ that thoſe that were 
taptiues willed him to carry them to Mylynde, ſaieng, that 
there they woulde giue him a newe Pilot to carrye him to 
e that meanes onely he came thether, And paving 
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the Eaſt Fndia. 
there by the king ol Mylynde bene reteiued very well, yet 
the Captaine generall would no moze come a lande, fearing 
the hurts which he had done, and taking the Paze pꝛiſoner 
which the King had ſent fo viſit him, and would not delp⸗ 
uer him,vntill ſuch time that he had a Pilot ſent him. Ther 
bp it might well be conſidered, that if ſo be that he were an 
Embaſſadour and were come to maintaine peace, he would 
neuer haue vſed thoſe diſoꝛders, but wold haue bꝛought the 
Kinga pꝛeſent with him. Df this his demeanour, we giue 
thee to vnderſtand, as our dutie bindeth vs, that now thou 
maiſt doe as thou ſhalt thinke god therein. With this 0 
newes the king remained amazed, and told the Pwzes that 7**<*'"8 
he would determine himſelfe what ſhall be thought moſt n doubt 
conuement : they ſeeing this, thought the ſame not to be the full vvhat 
waye to cauſs the King to doe as they would haue him, and to dot. 
did afterward tell the Catuall thereof, who was in great 
credite with the Ring, tegueſting him to perſwade with the 
King, not to reteiue any ſuch Emballage as that was, and 
the cauſe thereof the rather was, that he toke this pꝛeſent 
fo: ſo ſmall a valew. With this the Catuall went immedi⸗ 
ately to the Ring, who told him what the Pwꝛes had ſaid, 
to whom the Catuall gaue counſaile, to doe as the Poꝛes 
had requeſted him: immediately the King began to change 
bis countenaunte againſt the Captaine generall, but not ſo 
much as the ſame might be perceiued. But as ſwne as the 
Pozes had knowledge by the Catuall concerning the pꝛe⸗ 
ſent that the Captaine generall would haue ſent to py King, 
and that he would not conſent therevnto, the Poꝛes toke 
occaſion to goto þ Generalls lodging with a fained friends ,, fia 
Hip offering thenilelues to infkruct him what he ſhould belt ., friend- 
doe, and talking with him they ſapd, that in that Country- ſhippe of 
it was accuſtomed that thoſe the which came from other the Morcs 
places about buſineſſe with the King, ſhoulde bzing him 
Aa Paoſent and therefoze it were god that her did ſende 
him one The Captaine Generall being offended with 
that iniurye they hadde offered him, and that the Catu⸗ 
0 and "I Kings * would not conſent therevnto,

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Wee aber ns LA be thole pertes, 
- the which he was minded foꝛ to ſend, who hauing ſcene the 
= ſame, they ſaide to the Generall, that the Catuall and the 

Fado: had great reaſon to be offended thereat, foz that the 

ſame was not 1 fo2 to be ſent to a ning, neyther 

would they wiſh him ts ſend it, fo2 that it would be indgs 
ed that by the ſending thereof he did mocke the Ming: All 
this they tolde him, and as they ſaid as friends, in ſewing 
him their minde. Bontaybo fold him allo in the ſame mans 
ner, meruailing what was the cauſe he bꝛought no other 
things, ſince there was plentie of all things in Portingale 2 
But the Captaine generall erctſed bimlelfe, ſaieng ; that 
he was not certaine ey ſhould come to Calyeut, "

. Fare caine, with whome hs ſhewed himlelfe to-be offended 
— Foz their long tarrieng. But they did aunſwerehim touch⸗ 

nin, ing that matter nothing at all, but talked of other things;. 

and ſo went with him to the Court. And foz that che wing 
was ſomewhat chaunged,as J haue ſaid, againſt the Cap⸗ 
taine Genecall, he did not commaund him to come into his 
pꝛeſence in th2& houres after his comming to the Courte, 
and then commaundement was giuen ther ſhould come no 

moꝛe in with the Embaſſadour but two of his owue men, 

with the which he was offended,fo2 Þ he thought the ſame 
ſeperating from his ROS not meant well, did therfoze 
carry 
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carry with be, decade one Diego Dias, the 
which was his Secretary , Being come where the King 
was, he did not receiuc him lo well as at the krſt time, but 
ſaid vnto him with a ſeuere countenaunce, that he had tar⸗ 
ried fo: him all the day befoze, and he came not. The Cap⸗ 
taine generall aunſwered, that he did deferre his comming, 
fo2 that he found himſelfe weary by reſon or the long wax. 
fo2 he was very loath to tell him the cauſe why he ſtaid, faz 
that he woulde not giue the King occaſion to talke ef the 
pꝛeſent that he would haue ſent him: But it did well ap⸗ 
peare that the Catuall and the Factoz would not haue hin⸗ 
dꝛed the lending of the ſame vnto the Ring, but ſoꝛ p they 
well knew, he mould haue made (mall account thereof. And 
alſo they muſt of fozce haue told him that they had ſcene the 
ſame, Neuerthcleſſe it coulde not be ercuſed , but that the 
Ving ſpake vato the Captaine generall thercof immediate⸗ 1 , 
ly ſaieng : how that he had tolde him that che was belong⸗ gustiel.s 
ing to a great and rich Bing, and pet he bꝛeught no pꝛe⸗ ee 
ſent from him, but an Embaſſage'vf friendſhip oneipe, and thc Cap- 
therefoꝛe he could not tell what friendſhip he weulde haue bo 
with him, ſince that he did ſend him nothing, Unto this the 
Captaine generall did aunſwere;that there was no marurl 
that he did bzing him nothing, foꝛ that he tame net in al⸗ 
ſuraunte that he ſhould merte with him. But no ſince that 
he hath ſeene him he ſhould well perteine what his King 8 
Paſlter will heercafter ſende him, if ſd be that God wil giue 
him leane to carry newes of this his diſcouery. And if ſo 
be that he will giue credite to his Letters Which her did 
bꝛing with him „he chalt then ſer what the ing doetd 
ſend him wo wol. The Ming in ſtede ol demaunding his 
Letters, alzed him whether the King his Waller did ſeude 
him fo diſcouer tones oꝛ men, and if ſq be that he did lend 
him to diſcouer men, how doty it thaunce then that her ſent” | 
him no pꝛeſent. And ſinte that it is manifeſt that her had 
bꝛought him nothing, he ſayd as then that it was told him 
that he had a Sancta Maria in golde, requeſting of him the 
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The Captaine generall was partly ** to ſie the 
King ſo altered fo; that ho had not bꝛounht him a pꝛeſent. 
And now moꝛzcouer to demaund without all boneſtie that 
Image. To whom he aunſwered, that the Sanct. Maria, 
which they tolde him or, was made of wode;and gylded over 


and not of Maſſie golde .; And although that it were (vet 


would he not depart therewith ſoꝛſomuch as the ſame had 
pzeſcrucd him in the Dea, and had bꝛought the ſame from 
bis Countrey, The King did not reply vpon this anſwere,

the ſenſe thereof , The King commaunded them ſo to bee 


_. read; howbeit there could be-founde no Indian that toulde 
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read the ſame, oꝛ at the leaſt would ſhewhimſelfe that her 


could read them. The Captaine generall ſcing that there 
was no other remedy, but the Mes muſt nes read the 


ſame, was dziuen then to regueſt the King, that Bontaybo 


might be one of them. This was done, foꝛ 5 as he thought 
he would ſpeaxe and vle moze truth thon the others, fox the 
acquaintaunce they had with him. The Ring commaunded 
the ſame to be read by other thz#,who having read h ſame” 
ſtrſt of all to themſelues, ⁊ afterward with a loude voyte de⸗ 
clared to the King the effect thereol, the which was, That 
as ſone as the Ring of ?ortingale had knowledge, he was 
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koꝛ that he might haue out ot his Countrey., Snicea; the 
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nersfcom man plates of the woꝛld thether to buy p lame · 
And therefoꝛe ik ſo de he will gine him licenſe to ſende ſaz 
the ſame, that then he wil ſend vnto him from his kingdome 
many things which he hath not in his, as his Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall and Embaſſadour will tell him. And if fo bee chat 
with thoſe things he were not pieaſed , he doill ſende him 
money both ot golde ard ſiluer to buꝝ them withail, 5 how 
that as well of his Merchaundize as ot the money, Caps 
taine generall could ſhew him part. The King hearing this, 
as he was deſirous that foz the increaſe of his rents there 
ſhould come many Merthaunts vnto Calycut, ſhewed him ⸗ 
ſelf to: be wel pleaſed with this letter, t alſa made vnto the 
Captaine generall a better countenaumte then he did befo2e, 
t alked him what Perchaundize ther were in vorinigale. e 
named many,ſhewing how that of all he had bzonght with 
him part, and alſo of their money, requeſting him licenſe 
to goe abo fo2 the ſame, and in the meane while he wold 
leaue in his lodging ſaute oz ſiue o his mon. The Ring gi⸗ 
uing moꝛe tredite ta that inhich he ſpalte, then to that the 
Moes had told him, ſaid vnto him, Þ he might go in a god 
houre, t carie his men with him, foz there was no neceſlitie 
that they ſhould remaine a lande, ⁊ that he ſhould bꝛing his 
Merchandize, c ſell them as well as he could With this ly⸗ 
tenſe he remained well content, fo ꝛ (as he ſam vᷣ ning make 
bin at the firſt an ill cruntenante) ſo he thought p he wold 
not haue giuen him p lame, ⁊ with this licenſe he went firff 
to his lodging, being hy ß Rings commandement actompa⸗ 
mnied with the Catnall: and foꝛſomuch as that dave was all 
lpent, he would not gor abꝛdtpat night. wad 1:19 
tio the Captaine generalbhoving licenſe of the King 
ta go to lis e ſtaid byrtlie Catall n pandaranc,

wee nert dare after, which was the laft dare of 
vc}. gape, the Catuall ſent tothe Captaine generall 
- C2 Voale /howbeit ' without anye furniture to the 
fame, upon which hee might gor to Pandarane: 
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not accept his offer;but ra: her regueſted him foz one of his 
An doꝛa, the which he ſent him immediately, and on tte ſame 
he went to Pandarane, and all his men tame after bim on 
foto. There went to beare him company many N yres, tbe 
Catuall did remaine in Calicut, and when the Poꝛea had 
notice that he ſhould there ſtaye, and that the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall was gone towards his ſhips, ſuppoſing that he went 
fo2 altogether, were ſoꝛe amazed therewith, wherevpen the 
the Mores Maes toke occaſion to goe to the Catuall, with large ok⸗ 
make 2 fers of money to purſue the Captaine generall, and vnder a 
ede. aimed pꝛetente to lap hands vpon him and to take him pꝛi⸗ 
- ſoner,fo2 that they would finde occaſion to kill him:and he 
by this meanes ſhoulde remaine in no fault thereof-at all. 
And albeit that the Ring would puniſh him foꝛſomuch as he 
did keepe him pꝛiſoner, yet they would not feare but to get 
him his pardon, With this bꝛibe and pꝛomiſe he did depart 
immediateip, and went in ſuch haſt after him, that hee pail 
by our men which did tremaine behinde the Captaine gene⸗ 
rall;foz that they were mot able to goe much, by reaſon ot 
the heate. The Catuall hauing ouerfaken the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall,aſ&ed him why he did make ſo much hat, oꝛ wher he 
wer now running away;this was ſpoken — which 
the Captaine generall did bnderſtand;ſvho!/ aunſwered him 
alſo by ſignes that he did runne away to ſlye the heat. And 
being come to Vandatrane ; foz that his men as yet did not 
appeare, the Captaine generall tolde the Catuall that he 
would not goe into the village, vntill his men were come, 
and there he tarried foz them in a houſe, wherein he reſted 
himſelfe from the raine : howbeit they tame not vntill it 
was almoſt Sunnt ſet, foꝛ ſo long he did tarry foꝛ them be⸗ 
tauſe they had loſt their waßpe.

To this the Catuall made anlwere with the others that

bee brought neere the ſhoare, and foz that there was no 
cauſe to ſtave him oꝛ offer him any wꝛong, and (wing that 
ber could not kill him, did then beginne to requeſt him to 
bzing his —— and the Rudder of the Shippes a lande. 
Mlith e Captaine Generall beganne to laugh, ſays. 
eng, that be would neither doc the one, noz vet the other, 
inte that the king did giue him tree licenſe tonne without: 
any condition. 
And therefoꝛc ha willed him fo doe what he would,and- 
how that of all the unuryes which her had offercd him, the 
king ſhoulde bee made pꝛiuie, who he knewe woulde doe 
him iuſtice, but pet fo all this, both hee and his remay⸗ 
ned in ſome fearc'of ſulpec,althoughthey dtd not outwardly 
ſhew the ſame. © - 

At length the Captaine Generall with the reit feigning. 
themſelues to be an hungred, and that they were vnpꝛo⸗ 8 
uided of victualls, did regueſt him that ſome of his men ck. 
might goe to pꝛouide the ſame, and hee woulde remaine a- (ca ail. 
lone, but foꝛ all that the Catuall woulde not agree theres excuſe. 
vnto. Rowe our men beeing in feare to ſee themſelues 
in luch a daunger. Then came Gonſallo Peres, ſuppo⸗ 
ſing that the Captaiue Generall had ben at his liberty, and 
that they were tatrieng fo2 him and the others, who tolde 
him that her hadde mette with Nicholas Cello, and with 
ö 3 him _ they2 Boates a 
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This newes being bꝛought to the Captaine Generall, ber 
was afeard leaſt the Catuall ſhould know thereof, which 

til he had knowne indeed he would haue ſent Pinnaces and 
Gonſa!lo many mien in them, ſoꝛ to haue taken them Therefoꝛe did 
leres ſent he pꝛoture by all the meanes he could, that Gunſallo Peres, 
N ſhoulde lecretlye returne, from thence vnto their ſhippes, 
mc es amd put theinſelues in god oꝛder. And allo that he ſhould 
gde with them and in toꝛme them in what caſe he doth re⸗ 
maine. Nicholas coello hauing receiued this dilpatch 
did fozthwith depart, and that in hat, and immediat ly af- 

ter he was departed, the Catuall was aduertiſed thereof, 

Who ſent after him ſundꝛie Pinnaces well appointed, but 

vet they could not ouertake him, and therefo2c they retur⸗ 

ned againe vnto the Catuall. Then the Catuali after that 

they were come did once moꝛe requeſt the Capfaine Genes 

rall to weite vnto his bzother to bꝛing the ſhippes neere 
to the lande, hut he could not perſwade the Captaine Ge⸗ | 
nerall ſo to doe, laieng that if he ſhould doe it, vet his bꝛo⸗ 

ther would not conſent therevnto, and although he would, 

ret he knew that the companye would not To this the 
Catuall did replye , that he ſhoulde not make him beteene ” 
that, fozſomuch as he did well know that all things ſhould 

be done as he would commaund. Mowbeit the Captaine 
22 wold wꝛite no ſuch letter, foꝛ that he was aſeard 
of the bzinging of the ſhips! ſo nere "ge thoare,fozthe cauſes 
abotis mne 11 
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men then they had in the day. Then the Captaine Genes 
rall perteiued by the countenance of his men 5 they feared 
leaſt they ſhuld be departed p one from » other þ next day 
alter, as he himſelfe ſuſpected the lyke, although he gaue no 
outward ſhew thereof,but rather had a confidence , that 
as ſone agthe king of Calicut had knowledge after what 
ſoꝛte they were ſtayed, would commaunde them to be re- 
teaſed,foz that he did neuer vſe with him double dealing, it 
was thought that the Catuall did ſkaye the Captaine Ge- 
nerall after this oꝛder, botauſe he ſhould giue him ſome re- S bred. gene 
ward. And fo2 that he would giue as it were no outwarde dey? 
ſhew that he was offended,he would needs come to ſupper nn 
to him that night, at the which they hadde both Rice and at by the 
Pens, which he commaunded to be bought the day befoze, Cauall 
The Catuall did much meruaile to ſee how little they did 
paſſe foz their cloſe keeping, after that ſozt,and of the great 
tonſtancie of the Captaine Generall , that he woulde not 
commaund thoſe ſhippes to be bzought neere to the ſhoare, 
no2 yet condeſcended fo any of the other his requeſt, And 
fo that her thought that it was but a follpe to keepe him 
pꝛiſoner, thereby the rather to conſtraine him to doe it, it 
was Gods pleaſure to put him in the head to ſette bim at 
lybertie,fo2 feare leaſt that the king ſhoulde knowe there⸗ 
of,foz that he gane him free lybertie to goe to his ſhippes. 
The next day which was Saterday the ſecond of June, hee 
then tolde him, that ſince he had certified the king that he 
would bꝛing his Perchandiſe a land, he ſhuld command the 
ſame to be bought, Foz it was a tuſtome that whatſocuer 
Perchants did come to calicut,he ſhould immediatly vp⸗ 
on the ſame command his erchan diſt tobe b:onght a land 
and his men alſo, and they not to returne dnto their ſhipe, 
vntill ſuch time that they had ſolve the lame, notwithſtan⸗ 
ding as ſwne as the Merchandiſe were come, he would then 
let him go aboꝛd his ſhips. And although his woꝛdes were 
with the Captaine Generall of ſmall credite to fend vnto 
his bꝛather a certeine diſpatch foʒ them, yet he did not lette 
to tell — inunetuatly he would ſcnde-fo2 them, if ſo 
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be that they on giue him Almadias 02 pinnates, in he 
which the ſame might be bzonght, foz that his bꝛother 
woulde not conſent that his boates ſhonld come a lande, 
vntill ſuch time that hee were there himſelf, with this the 
Catuall was content foꝛ that he thought to make Himſelf 
polleſſour of the Merchandiſe, hauing a ſpeciali hope that 
they were of a great value, as the Captaine Generall had 
| tolde him, 
The effect Then he diſpatched two of his men with a letter vnto 
of Gene his bother, in the which he had made relation after what 
rals my (ozte her did remaine, And that he had no other iniury ol⸗ 
brother, fered him, but that he kept his lodging. And foz any thing 
elſe hee was very well, willing him that her ſhould ſende 
him part of the Merchaundiſe to content the Catuall with 
all, that he might let him depart. And after that he hav re- 
teiued the ſame, if then hee would not let him go, he would 
then belteue that he did kepe him paiſoner, by the king of 
Calicuts commaundement, who hee knew would not com- 
maund the ſame,ercept.it were fo take his ſhippes, which 
hee would not doe, but hauing time to arm his owne 
Flet,x ſo to let vppon them, wherefoꝛe he aduertiled them 
that if ſo ber he were not ſet at liberty, immediatly after 8 
the Perchandile were landed, that then they ſhould not re⸗ 
maine there any longer, but goe their wayes toward Por- 
tingale, ᷑ infozme the king his Maiſter what had chaun⸗ 
ted bnto him, and alſo what hee had done, that there might 
not ber loſt a Countrie of ſo greate a pꝛoſite fo2 Portin- 
gale as that was, and alſo to tell him after what ſo2f that 
her did remaine there, and what confidence he hadde in 
his highneſſe that he would ſend him ſuch a Flerte of ſhips 
and men, that by the ſame. hee doth hope to be ſette at ly-

im. 
Be that carried theſe | being come fo Paulo de

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which was ſent him from the Captaine General, did ſend His bro. 
immediatlye the merchaundiſe with an aunſwere to this thers apt 7 
Letter, in the whſch he ſayde, that G DD would not

„And if ſo bee that their enimpes would not ſette 
him at lpbertp, that then her did hope in GDD that her 
woulde ſfrengthen thoſe fewe that remained in the Flat, 
with whome and with the D2dinance that they haue, hee 
woulde come and ſet him at lyberty,and of this her might 
make full accompt, and of no other thing. 
The Perchaundile being landed, the Captaine Genes 
ral did deliuer the lame vnto the Catual, and allo to Die- 
go Dyas whome he lefte foz Factour of the ſamo, and to 
Aluora de Braga the Scriuenoz, who remained in a houſe 
which the Catuall had ſought out ſoꝛ them, Jn this ſpace 
the Captaine Generali made himſelfe in a readynelle to 
goe abw2de his ſhippes, but firſt the Catuall did refoꝛme, 
and make himſelfe friendes with him. 
Alter that her was a boꝛde, hee would ſend no moꝛe 
Merchanndiſe a lande, vntill ſuch time h& heard newes 
the ſame were ſolde, neyther yet would goe anye moꝛe a 
lande, becauſe he would runne in no ſuch daunger, with 
this the Poꝛes were grieuoully offended , fo2 that they 
thought that if ſo be that he would'come a land, that there 
they might doe him moꝛe hurte then a Seabozde 
And foz that they woulde the rather ſo do, they beganne to 
make a mocke at the merchandiſe which he had left a land. 
Allo they w2ought all the means they could to hinder their 
[ales therof,ſateng p they wer litle oꝛ nothing woꝛth. Ok al 
this p Captain general was infozmed;# fo2 yas he thought deuiſes of 
the king knewnothing of all theſe things, neither yet what che ko:es 
diſcurteſie the Catuall had offered him, # fo2 that he ſhould to entile 
vnderlkand the cauſe why the Captaine Generall did not he aland- 
returne a land, neither yet wold ſend any moze merchan⸗ 
diſe, he did therfoze ſend him woꝛd within fine dayes after 
phy his Factour of all that they hadde done vato him, 
and allo what inurys the Poꝛes hadde ſhewed him, 
| P.ii. W 
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touching their Berchants,p2omiſing notwithſtanding, that 
he would not let to be at his commaundement with all the 
whole Fleet. Then the king ſeemed to be very greatly offen- 
ded foz that which they had done to p Captaino general; in 
ſomuch as he had ſent him vnto his ſhippes . But fo2 all 
that the Catuall went vnpuniſhed , although he lent the 
Captaine Generall wo2de, that he would puniſh thoſe that 
had ſo vſed him, which out of doubt were naughtie chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, ſo that it did well appeare that it grieued him verye 
much to heare thereof , And as touching the Perchaundiſe 
he pꝛomiſed to ſende thether ſuch as ſhoulde buye the 
lame, as be did indeede ſeauen oꝛ eyght Merchauntes, which 
are Gentiles Guſarates , and with his Factour hee ſent a 
Nay re, which was a pzincipall honeſt man, to the intent 
her might remaine in the Factozye with the Factour, to 
Whome her gaue commaundement diligentlye to beware 
that there ſhoulde not come any Manes to kill him. 
But fo2 becauſe that this was done but vnder couloure 
that the Poꝛes ſhoulde not ſeeme to ſubbozne the Per- 
chauntes , they bought nothing, but rather'did abate the 
pzice,of the which the Pozes were verye gladde, and ſaid, 
that nowe it did well appeare that they were not alone 
that woulde not buye of theyꝛ Perchaundiſe, yet fo2 all that 
ther durſt come no Poe to the Factozie,they once hauing 
notice that there was placeda Nayre by the kinges com- 
maundement. And if ſo be that befo2e they did not abide o2 
laue vs,they ten times wozſe loued vs after warde, ſo that 
whenſoener any of our men ſhould come a land, they recet- 
ned the ſame as an iniurie done vnto them, ſpitting on the 
ground, ſaieng: Portingale, portingale. But our men which 
vnderſtode their meaning did laugh thereat , to the ende 
thereby they might ſe howe little they did eſtceme their 
doinges, foꝛ ſo the Captaine Generall commannded them 
to doe. Nowe percetuing that there was none that would 
buy of the Perchants, he ſuppoſed the cauſe to be foꝛ that 
they lay in a place where there were no Perchaunts. 
And ther ſoze poſing that if lo be that they wore in Cali- 
cut 
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| eut,whero other Merchants are, he ſhould ſell the better, did 
ttherkoze nue p King of Calicut by a meſſenger fo2 licenſe | 
to tend the ſame, which he gaue immediately, and comman- cir mer 
ded the Catuall to ſer the ſame bzought fozthwith,+ to ſuch ,.{1- cc. 
as ſhould-carrie them, to ſ& them paid at his owne coſtes by $ king 
and charges,fo2 that he would not that any thing of p king * (lf 
of Portingales, ſhuld be at any charges in his Country,and 
ſo it was done: but fo2 all this the Captaine generall wold 
neuer come moꝛe a lande,fo2 that which the Catuall hadde 
done vnto him, and fox that Bontay bo which came to ſee 
him manye times, did giue him — ſo to doe,fo2 that 
the King was moueable, and therefoꝛe it was poſſible that 
the Poꝛes would alter his minde,fo2 the great credite that 
they were ol with him. But the Captaine general was ve⸗ 
xy warie, and becauſe that he was a Poze, he woulde not 
much truſt him, neither yet woulde gine him account what 0 Pe 
| he was minded to doe: pet foz that he would ſeeme to haue „or uf. 
him in ſome reputation that he ſhould bꝛing him alwayes «a. 
newes of that which did paſſe on choare, he departed with 
ou both. ny and other rewards,

this oꝛder, the ſhips wer neuer without ſome, e thoſe j wer 


there, remained till ſuch time that night dꝛew on, and then 


they were bid to goe their ways. After this ſozt they ſpent 
their time till it was the r. day of Augult , the which was 


the beginning of the ſeaſon wherin they might depart from 
_ of 5 vvin- the Coaſt of the Indias, and alſo foz that as then their win- ⸗ 


ter in che ter did make an end. The Captaine generall perceiuing the 


Indias, 


quietneſſe of the people and Countrey, and the familparitie 


they vſed with our men,and how quietly they went in Ca- 
licut, without receining either hurt of the Moores 02 of the 
Nayres,did credibly beleene that this came to paſſe,fo2 that 
the Ring of calycut would haue peace and friendſhip with 


the King his aſter, was the occaſion that almoſt in ther 


moneths that our men had trade in Calycut they did receine 


no manner hurt, either of the Pwzes oz of the Nyres. Ber 
did therfo2e determine to eſtabliſh the Factoꝛie which was 


there, with all ſuch erchandize as he had lefte at that pꝛe⸗ 


ſent (although the leaſt parte thereof was ſolde) foz that 


there was now layde a god foundation oz ground wozke, 


kez the next voyage when it uld pleaſe the King his Pas 
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Fer foſende againe, and if it might pleaſe God fo — hon 
lie, that he might bꝛing him newes of this Diſcouerie ,- 
that it ſhould not be needfull to make any new conſent 02 — 
greement faz the Factozie. And by the counſaile of his Cap- 
taines and of the other Pzincipalls of bis ſhips,he ſent vn⸗ 
to the Ring of Calicut a pꝛeſent, of ſkarfes of ſundꝛy cou- 
lours, of ſilkes, Coꝛalls and other things, which was caried 
vnto him by Diego Dias, deſiring the Ring to pardon him, 
oz that he was ſo bold as to ſend him that pꝛeſent, conſide⸗ 
dering he did the ſame fo2 no other purpoſe, but onelpe to 
ſhew what ſeruitour he was of his, who is and will bee al⸗ 
wayes at his commandement, which was the occaſion that 
he ſent it, and not fo2 that he thought that things of ſo mal 
valew, were of ſufficient dignitie, fo2 to repꝛeſent a Ring 
withall of ſo great a power as he was. And it ſo be that e 
had in his tuſtadie, that which he might eſterme oz think to 
be of a moꝛe woꝛthie pꝛite, he would ſende it with a better 
god will And fo2 that the time now dꝛew nere 5 he deter⸗ 
mined to depart, he oꝛdained fo2 the ſame, and alſo if ſa ber 
that he did minde to ſend any Embaſſadour to the King his 
Malter to confirme the amitie o2 friendſhip bet wern them, 
he deſired him to commaund him to be in a readineſſe, foz: 
that he had a confidence that as touching that which he had. 
agreed vpon with his highneſſe,as alſo pꝛeſuming on þ gifts 
which he had at his hands, v he might as he was 
deſtrous, leaue in Calicut that Factoꝛ with his Scriuenqꝛ x: 
the Perchandize which he had left, not onely foꝛ a witnes of 
a peace & friendſhip ſetled ther with his highnes, 
but alſa foꝛ a-teſtimony of the truth of his Emballage, # of 
that which p King his Paſter ſhuld ſend. herafter, as (une 
_ as he hadinews of him, alſo fo2-confirmatid of his diſcoue⸗ 
xy & to get ſame credit in rortingale, he did therſoꝛe ſend to 
Riſſe his hands, requeſting him to ſend to p king his maſter 
one Bahar of rinamon, ꝭ another of cloues,# another of ſome 
other ſpices; x as ſone as h fago2 did make any redy mon 
of his wares, he ſhuld pay fo2, p̊ ſame, ſoꝛſomuch as at i̊ pꝛe⸗ 
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had retriurd his meſſage , there pat fonre dayes afoze the 
King would conſent that he ſhould come in his pꝛeſente, al⸗ 
though that he went euerp day vnto his Pallaice. After that 
he had commanded him to tame into his pꝛeſente, he views 


ed how and after what ſozt he caitie taden, and there vpon 


aſked him with a frowning countenance, what it was that 
he would haue: but Diego Dias at that time was afearde, 

that he would commannd him to be killed; But after that 
he had told him his meſſage and would haue deligered him 
the pꝛeſent, he not ſe it, but commaunded if to be de⸗ 
liuered to his Fado. The aunſ were that he gaue touching 
the Captaine generall was, that ſince he would needes goe 
his wape, he might ſo doe: but firſt o2 that he doe depart, he 
mult giue him 600. Seraſynes,foz ſo it was the cuſtome orf 
the Tountrey, Diego Dias being returned with this pꝛeſent,

this pꝛoclamation was made in all the Citie,that vpon pain 
ol death there ſhauld goe abo m our Flete no boate o Al- 
madias: but yet notwithſtanding all this Bontaybo went, 
and gaue warning to the Captaine generall in ſecrete, not to 
goe a lande,no2 conſent that any of his ſhould goe: foz that 
he knew fo2 moſt certaine by the Mwzes, that if ſo be that

heads to be ſtroken off, And as touching all his faire woꝛds 
and god entertainment, which he hav ſhewed him vnto that 
pꝛelent, as alſo to giue him a houſe in the which his Per⸗ 
chandize might be layd, as alſo the god entertainment that 
our men had, was but mere diſſimulation, and to the ende, 
he might haue taken him a lande with them, ſo haue com⸗ 


maunded them all to be killed, which was w2onght by thei

The nert days sur men deſcryed: comming ſeauen Alma- 
dias, which came aboꝛd the Captaine generalls ſhip, in the 
one whereof came Diego Dias and Aluoro de Fraga, and 
in the others there came many others al tte countrey,how- 
beit, there were none that durſt enter within their chips, 
but did put Diego Dias and Aluoro de Braga in his owne 
boate — — ſtearne, and after warde they 
themſelues fell further af, tarrieng fo2 the Captaine Cene⸗ 
ralls aunſ were. Ta whom Diego Dias ſaid, That as ſone 
as the Ning of Calicut knew that he was gone, he ſent foz 
him from his Factoꝛs houſe and ſhewed himſelle iopfull, as 
one that knew nothing of his impꝛiſonment, and aſked him 
what was the occaſion! that the Captaine Generali toke 
tyole men which hedoth katepe as pꝛilnners, who afterward 
tolde him the cauſe : wherevpon the King made aunſwere, 
that it mas well done. He aſked him allo whether that his 
Fag92 bod demaunded at his hands any thing of gift, ſpea⸗ 
king againſt his owne Factoz which was there pꝛeſent, foz 
tmat he huew wel maugh b it was not — rm be

Hat his conihirig to Calicucouer land was by ihe bing f 
Portingales'commaundement-onely to bee his ſpie. ther 
matters there were which he told him ol, and that the (ame 
came by the Moes pꝛotuxement, the which he knew wel, 
that as they twkc'his gods, ſo they meant to do him ſome 
ſhꝛewod turne in his perſon, if ſo bes that they coulde haue

daunger. Yowbeit perceiuing that it lay not in his power to 
do any moꝛe, he was therfoze contented onely with tho dif- 
touery, and to haue knowne the Indias, ot their nauigati⸗ 
on, x what was commodious fo2 the Countrie, and to haue 
bꝛought wity him from thence examples ofthe ſpices, dzugs, 
and p:ecions ffones , as alſo of all other thinges that were 


within the ſame citic, And hauing there no moꝛe to doe, he 
d 


eparted,carrieng with him thoſe Mal bars which he hat 
tagen, foꝛ that by them he hoped to haue ſome agreement 
made with the king of Calicut at the returne ofanye other 
Fleet, The Thurſday after his departure, being in calme a 
league of from Calicut, there came towarde him to p num⸗ 
der of lx. Tonys full of Souldiers, by the which the king ol 
Calicut thought to haue taken them, who ſering them com⸗ 
ming commannded his oꝛdinaunce to be ſhot of at them, 
that 0 es, and if he had not done ſo, they would haus 
put him in greate daunger fo2 that they followed him 
an houre and ahalfe , And by reaſon of a ſhowze-of 
raine which came vpon a ſodeine, the Captaine Generall- 
was hy hub bord with all — the means 
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fongue, which was penned in that language by Bontay bas; 
in the which he did traue pardon foꝛ the carrieng awaye of 
thoſe Malabars with him, which was done foz no other in⸗ 
tent then that they ſhonlde be as wiineſles of that the 
which he had diſcouercd,as befoꝛe hee had ſent him woꝛde. 
And fo2 that he lefteno Factozte in calycui (the which he 
was ſozrie foꝛ was fo2 feare leaſt that the Pwzes ſhoulde 
kill him, which was alſo the occaſion that he was not of- 
ten times a land. Pet foꝛ all that he did not leaue., but 
woitlde be alwayes at his commaundement, ſince that 
the king his Maiſter would be gladde of his friend thippe , 
and alſo foxthwith woulde lende him in bis Flerte 
greate avundaunce of all ſuch merchaundiſe as he doth, de⸗ 
maund fo2,by the trade that from hence fozth hee ſhoulde 
haue with the Fort ingales in his Citie, would redound vn⸗ 
to him great pꝛoſit. This letter was deliuered vnto one of 
the Malabars to carry the ſame a land to the place where it 
was camaded to be de iuered. And afterward he knew ß the 
 famewasdeliuered to þ king of Calicut. Then þ Captaine 
general going fo2ward in his courſe,+ that along the coaſt, 
_ bn the next Thurſday after, he fell amongſt certeine rocks, 
With all his Fleete, and from one of them that was inhas 
| bited — — — way my my PURA 
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waycs-along the coaſte on the Thurſdaie after, bering the 
19. of September hee fell with a godly high lande, and 
harde to the ſame there lave fire little Jlandes, and there 
he came to an Ankoz, and going a lande to take in water 
did there finds a young man, whch did demaund , concer- - 
ning the Captaine Gencrall, whether he were a Pwze oꝛ a 
Chꝛiſtian, ther aunſwered. him that hee was a cheiſttan. 
This be did as it was thought with feare, leaſt that they 
ſhould haue killed him, fozſomuch as in that place there 
were no chꝛiſtians. This young man did carrie dur men 
within a certeine riuer, c ſhewed them molt excellent was 
ter the which iſſued out bet rene certeine rocks, and fo2 his 
paines they gaue him a red night cap. The nert morning 
kollo wing there came from the land fonre others in a mall 
boate a bod the Captaine Generall, which bꝛought with 
them to ſell many gourds and Cowcombers,and: they wer 
demaunded by the Generall whether there were in that 
Countrie any Cinaman oꝛ Pepper. They aunſweted that 
there was nothing but Cinamon, and foz that he was veſts 
rous to ſe the ſame, he ſent with them two ol his men, the Cid am on 
which at their return brought W them two greene boughs grovving. 
of certeine trees which they doe take to be the ſame, repoꝛ⸗ 
ting that thereof,there was a great groue,howbeit'the ſante 
was wilde. And at their-retourne there came with them 
moze then ao. ot that Cauntrie men, which bzonght to fell 
hens,gourds,+ Cowes milke. Alſo they requeſted the Cay - 
taine Generall to ſend with them certeine of his men, wh 
that ſhaꝛtly after, they ſhould retourne with greate ſtoꝛe o 
dꝛie Cinamon, Hogges, and Hennes, but fo all their great 
offers, he would let none of his men goe , foꝛ that her fea» 
red leaſt the ſame was ſame treaſon , The next vaye after 
befo2e dinner, our men going a lande to cut wove' ſome- 
what karre of, from the place where they were, fell on a 
 ſoddeine IM two Boates, n layoharde by the 
The Captaine General woulde not mate? p20- 
cure to knowe what they were , till 3 Dinner, 
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fo2 then he thought to know the ſame, And being in a re⸗ 
dineſle to depart, did ſirſt commaund one of his Parriners 
to ga vp to the top, to ſ& whether that he could difcry any 
other veſſels a ſea bd op not, who being there toſde him 
that he had ſight of eight great ſhips which wer incalmed, 
wich this newes he left his going to ſer the others, + put 
himlelfe in areadineſſe, the winde was in ſach ſoꝛt that it 
might ſerue them both, r as they tame within two leagues 
of our Flete, the Captaine Generall made toward them , 
The enimies perceiuing that, did immediatly fiye toward 


the ſhoare And they bearing alter this ſozte, was bzoken 


the Rudder of one of the ſame , by reaſon: whereof thoſe 
that were within the ſhip were fo2ced to go in their boats 
toward the lande. Nicholas Coello who was next to this 
ſhip, went immediatly and lapde the ſame aboꝛd, thinking 
indeede fo finde in it ſome greate ſtoꝛe of riches, howbeit 
there was nothing els but Cocos and Mclaſus, which is a

Thoſe that came firft, ſeeing that 
the Captaine generall was ſomewhat growen in cholar, did

whereof he gaue him licenſe , by whome hee ſent them 
woꝛd, that if ſo be that there were in his Countrey-anye 
thing v they had nede of, they ſhuld haue the ſame, in eſpe⸗ 
ciall ſhippes and victualles. And moꝛcouer, if they woulde 
tome and dwell in his Countrep, he would be very gladde 
thereof, and would giue both them and theirs ſufficient ly⸗ 
uing, with the which they ſhould liue very honourably. 
Alter that he had ended thus his talke, the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall aſ ked him perticularly foz the Countrey of sabayo, 
nnd other things: NAhere vppon he requeffed of the Cap⸗ 
taine generall a cherſe foꝛ to ſende lo a companion of his, 
which remained in the firme Lande, fo2 that it was agreed 
betweene them, that ik ſo be that he were well entertained,

ſet vpon him, and to take him: and therefoze in the meane 
ſpace you was ſent to knowe what he layd, he affirmed al⸗ 
* that he knowe not certainelye, when thoſe foꝛtie ſayle 
woulde come. This much he declared after that he had re⸗ 
ceived khece 02 foure tozments : all the reſt they vnderſtod 
by coniectures, foꝛſomuch as he did not perticularlye declare

The Captaine generall ſeeing that he would declare no 


mo2e , was contented with the aduice he had giuen him, 


and commaunded him to pꝛiſon vnder the hatches, foz to 
tarrie with him vnto Portingale: alſo to be cured. verye 
well, and fo gine him ſome refreſhing of victualles. After⸗ 
ward he tolde him that he did not minde fo keepe him pꝛi⸗

him. Now the Captaine generall hauing knowledge of the

At this inſtaunt the Captaine generall was offered fo2

ſaieng that he wold not ſell any thing p was his enimies, 
but commaunded the ſame to be burnt. The Captaine Ge- 
neralls ſhip being ready and the water being taken in, hee 

i: mediatelp departed vpon the fiſth daye of Dctober,and go⸗ 
ing a Sca boꝛd, about a two hundzed leagues from that J- 
land, then the Bov2e which he caried with him as pꝛiſoner, 
ſeeing there was no other remedie, ſaid, that now he would 
tell him the truth how that indeede he did dwell with the 
Sabayo, to whom woꝛd was bꝛought that the Captain ge⸗ 
nerall went wandꝛing vpon the Seas, as one that knewe 
not where he was, and therefoze there was in pꝛeparing a 
great Fleete ſoꝛ to take him. The Sabayo hauing notice 
thereof,commaunded him to goe thether to viſite him, and 
to marke how they went, and alſo to ſez whether that hee 
could bzing them to Goa, which if ſo be that he could bzing

Of this pꝛelent, and of the Emballage 
which the Captaine generall had done vnto him, as it appe⸗ 

red, the Ring was very glad, and tolde the Captaine gene⸗ 
rall that he might goe to his lodging to reſt himſelfe, oꝛ els 

to his ſhips as he would hiniſelke, fo2 that he thought ne- 
ceſſary to ſend foꝛ his Pledges , which are Gentlemen and 
daintely bꝛought vp, and could not awaye with the Dea, to 
tarry there longer. And whileſt they were ther, he was al⸗ 
ſured, that they would neicher eate no2 dꝛinke foz ſuch was 
their cuſtome. And if ſo he that the Captaine generall wold 

goe to his ſhips, and come the next day againe, to make full 

agreement and conſent about the oꝛder of the trade in Ca- 

cut, he would then ſend thoſe Pledges againe. The Cap- 
taine generall hauing god confidence in thoſe his wozdes, 

went to his ſhips, leaning behinde him with his ſtuffe, A+ 
lonſo Huxtado with other ſeauen. And being at the water 

ide ready to departe, a ſeruaunt of one of thoſe Pleadges, 

went befoze abw2d in a ſmall Pinnace,and tolde them that 
the Captaine generall vid retourne aboꝛde, this meſſenger 

as ſent by the commaundement of the Clearke and Cons = 

roller of the Kings houſe , as who ſhoulde a 
them counſayle to come their wape, which they did, as 
ſone as they heard what the lane had tolde them in their 
language, and with that they leapt into the Sea, thinking fo 
take that Pinace in the which the ſlaue went, As ſwne as 

Aries Correa [aw this, he leapt into his owne boate, which 

was harde by the ſhips ſide with certaine of his Parriners 

and rowing with fozce take two of the Pledges, and allo 
thꝛc 02 foure of thole that were in the Pinate, the other 
led and carried the Catuall with them, which was alſo one 
be the Pledges, This being concluded, the Captaine gene⸗ 
tall came abwzd, who after that he had knowen what had 


paſſed, becnuſe that thoſe Pledges the which he had in his 
cuſtodie; ſhould not returne and runne their waye; be com⸗ 


maunded them to be put vnder the hatches of his ſhip, and

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afterward ſent to complain to the Ring of that which they

following, the King came to the water ſive:, accompanyed 
with ru.thouſand men, and ſent with the Captaine Gene- 
ralls ſtuffe and men, to the number of thirtie Almad1as , 
bo that they might returne with thoſe Pledges that did re⸗ 
maine aboꝛd, howbeit foꝛ all that they were ſo many, yet 
there durſt none of them come nere the ſhips, foꝛ the feare 
they ſtode in of our men, which remained in the Fleete,lealt 
they wold take them, and ſo they returned with the ſame a- 
gaine to land. The Captaine Generall ſceing the feare that 
they ſtod in of his Flete, (ent the next daye in certaine of 
his owne boates thoſe Plevges that he had in cuſtodie, com⸗ 
maunding that they ſhould goe and ſee them delinered ſom⸗ 
what alcfe of from the fleet, that bꝛought him his men and 
ſtuffe. And while they were deliuering the ſame, Arax ame- 
noca which was the eldeſt of the Pledges, leaped into the 
water vppon a ſodaine, with intent to runne away; but foz 
all that he could not eſcape, foꝛſomuch as our men caught 
hande falt of him. The other that remained, wohtleſt our 
men were thus buſied fled lykewiſe, The lyke did Alonſo 
Hurtado pzactiſe with fine of thoſe that wer with him, The 
Captaine generall meruailed to ſœ how little honeſtie 02 
truth they vſed, did therefoze tommaund Araxamenoca ta 
be wel]. looked vnto, And being thꝛer dayes paſt, and yet the 
King not ſending fo2 him, he had pittie to ſce him that in ſo we 
many daxes he had eaten nothing, and ther vpon he ſent him 1 
o tte Bing, allo he ſent ſundzy weapons which weretaken n 
of hi. mens, and requeſted him to ſend the other two of his general! 
men taativere pet a land, which the King did ſende, being tovvard 1 
evnto,mo2e foz ſhame then otherwiſe, foz that (f. ts ne 
2 hong bzoken his wozd e * Nob being thꝛer dayes 11 
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paſt, and there tame no kinde of aunſ were vnto the Cap⸗ 
faine generall, thereby he had ſufficient tryall o2 vnderſtan⸗ 
ding how variabie he was, and therefoze he woulde tarrye 
no longer fo2 his aunſ were, but ſent vnto him to knowe 
whether he wold male an end of the agreement 5 was be- 
gun betwene them, and fo2 the concluſion of the ſame hee 
would ſende Arie: Correa which tame wilh him foz Fac- 
toꝛ. Yowbeit fo: the better aſſuraunce therof, he willed him 
to ſend him certaine Pledges, This meſſage was ſent to the 
King by a certaine Gentleman called Franciſco Correa, 

* Which did offer himſelf to carry the fame, when all the reff of 
the Flete was afeard, leaſt that the King woulde take him 
pꝛiſoner, 02 command him to be ſlaine. To this meſſage ß 
king made anſwere p he was well pleaſed to agree to haue 
the Trade ſetled, and that he ſhoulde ſende vnto him Aries 
Correa about the ſame oꝛ whom els he ſhould thinke god, 

71.1.4 But firſt of all he tolde him that he woulde ſende two Ne- 
Jes len phewes of one Goſarate, which is a great rich Perchaunt, 
aboord, fo2 pledges, which indeed was ſo done, After that thoſe pled⸗ 
ges were entred, immediately departed toward the land A- 
ries Correa, to whom the Ring commaunded to be giuen a 
faire houſe to lye and reſt himſelfe and to lay his Berchan- 
dize in, which he bꝛought with him, which houſe belonged to 
Goſarate, who was Grandfather to thoſe two Pledges, that 
the king had ſent.

And that was the cauſe that alwaies Anes 

Correa was ouerih warted in ail things y he went about to 

buy, with offring nioze then he did foz the ſame, after vz the 

pꝛice was by any of ours made, then euer they did befoze, 

ſs ᷣ by this meanes alwaycs he was fo2ced to pay the der⸗ 

rer foꝛ his d2ugs 4 ſpices, And if fo be that at any time he 

would ſpeake with y King, they did trauell all p they could, 
that ſome ot them might be alwayes pꝛeſent to withſtand x 

ſpeak againſt him in all things.

All the childꝛen which were a bꝛde the ſayde ſhippe, 


were carryed abw2de the Generall, foz that he had made 
pꝛomiſe to make them all Friers, and to place them in 


dur Ladpes Church of Belem, as afterwarde he did, 
The reſt of the merchaundile which were of the mea⸗ 
ner ſoꝛte, and of ſmall value, he gaue the ſpoyle of them 
to his men. The ſhippe being vnladen of the gods, com⸗ 
maundement was giuen to Steuen de la Gama, to ſet the 
fame a flre. This was done after that the Pes were 


dꝛiuen vnder the Batches, to reuenge the death of thole 
that were ſlaine in Calycut. 


This ſhippe being ſette a fire, by the fozeſayde Steuen 


de la Gama, and other two, they leaped then into their 
Boates, leauing the ſhippe burning. The Poꝛes 
that were within the lame, after that they perceyued 
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the Shippe to burne , did bꝛeake open the hatches : by 
meanes whereof they were ſet at libertie:and with the was 
ter the ſhip had within it did quench the fire. The Captain 
Gonerall ſeeing this;fozthwith commaunded Steuen de la 
Sama to goe once moaze,and laye the ſame abm2de , fo the 
which he went with ſundꝛy of his men, with their wepons, 
Deſperate Dowbeit the Pwzes. did defende themſelues as deſperate - 
minds in men, not fearing - death, Same there were of them that 
me of x take firebꝛands and th2ew the fame into one of the ſhips, 
vente, with determination to ſet the ſame a fire.

ries Correa, and the others that were with him. In this mat⸗ a 
ter they ſpent thꝛee dates with meſſages to 4 fro, without 
anye concluſion , foz that the Poꝛes did withſtande the 
fame. 0 | | 
The Captaine general perteiuing 5 all theſe delaies were 
but lies to ſpend the time, he ſent him then woꝛd that her 
minded not to tarrie fo2 anſwere anp longer then none, # 
the lame to be with effect, and to complie with him, oz elle 
he would make him moft cruell warre, with fire a ſww2d, 
and that foꝛthwith he wold begin it vpon ſuch his ſubiecs 
as he had taken pꝛiſoners. And becauſe the king ſhould not 
thinke them to be woꝛds one ly, he commaunded to bꝛing 
him a running glalle of an houre, and there vppon he tolde 
the Moꝛe that went with the meſſage, that of thoſe Olaſ⸗ 
ſes there ſhould runne ſo many, and as ſone as they were 
ended, without any further delay he would commaund all The 
that to be done, which he had ſent him woꝛd off. But all ret wn I 
this could not moue the king to perfozme anye thing that keepe no 
he had pꝛomiſed, he was ſo inconſtant and giuen to change, promite 
with euerpe vaineſateng of the Poꝛes: and the outward ich ibe 
ſhew that hee made of peace, was but feigned , by reaſon Selene 
of the feare hee had conceiued in himlelke, to ſc ſo greate a vor fene 
fleet in his pozt oz harbour, by p which he feared to receiue his poyver

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great loſſe, whereof the Pwzes did aſſure him the contra⸗ 
rye, which was the otcaſion that he kepte no pꝛomiſe 
Upon this the Captaine generall as ſone as the time was 
tome, commaunded to ber chotte off a ptece, which was the 
ſigne he gaue fo the other Captaines, to commaund thoſe 
Malabats to bee hanged, which were departed amonglt the 
Flekte . After that they were erecuted, he commaunded 
their feete and handes to ber cut off, which were thzowne 
into a Parao and ſent a ſhoare with two Boates well ar⸗ 
med, and a Vetter fo2 the king of Calycut wꝛitten in the 
Arabian tongue, in p which hee ſignified vnto him 5 in ſuch 
manner, he wauld paye him foꝛ all his faigned Ives which 
he had ſpoken vnto this pzeſent . And as foz his kinges 
gods, which he did defeine in his hands, he woulde reco- 
uer them a hundꝛed folde. After all this, he gaue comman⸗ 
dement, that in the night there ſhuld be bzought thꝛer ſhips 
as neere to the ſhoare as they could, that the next day with» 
ont ceaſing there ſhould be ſhot all the great Oꝛdinaunce 
that they had at the Citie, with the which there was great 
hurt done, beſides the kings houſe which was ouerthꝛolon 
there with. and ſundzie other houſes of the pꝛincipall ina ⸗ 
bitaunts. Chis being done, he departed towarde coching, 
leauing to-keepe that Coaſt ſire ſhippes which were well 
appointed, of the which was named foꝛ Captaine Gene⸗ 
rall one called Vincente Sodre, to remaine with them in
